LONDON, April 24—Axis radios 
warned the occupied countries to- 
day that the invasion of Europe 
will come this week. 


In an apparent attempt to draw 
some informative statement from 
the Allied commanders, enemy pro- 
pagandists hammered out repeated 
warnings of an imminent assault 
and hinted that the blow is expect- 
ed to fall on France from both 
England and the Mediterranean. 

The German radio, after apprais- 
ing the war situation in Russia, 
Italy and Western Europe, announc- 
ed flatly that “we are on the eve” 
of the invasion. 

The Nazi broadcast said German 
observers are on a 24-hour alert 
along the French coast, reporting 
every move of Allied shipping in 
the English channel. Clashes be-

Mackenzie Lauds 
Work of Legion 


TORONTO, April 24—(CP)— 
Pensions minister Mackenzie said 
here today that the “all-deserving 
purpose and determination” of the 
Canadian Legion now is to ensure 
that Canada shall be worthy of the 
sacrifices which her men in the 
armed forces have been and now 
are making. 

In an address prepared for de- 
livery to the Ontario command of 
the Canadian Legion, he said that 
in providing welfare _ services 
“nothing has been more far-seeing 
than your establishment through 
your war services organization of 
the Canadian Legion educational 
services.” This work has a definite 
relationship to the post-discharge 
careers of soldiers, sailors and 
airmen, 


The five-pronged main assault 
striking from Britain and Italy 
carried the unbroken pre-invasion 
offensive against the continent 
through its eighth straight day 
and probably to a new peak of 
intensity.

MEET RESISTANCE 

The bombing fleets were escorted 
by powerful forces of Allied fighter 
planes, and early reports indicated 
that resistance was encountered 
over both Germany and the Bal- 
kans. Swiss despatches reported 
U.S. bombers crashing in flames 
and said at least 10 landed in 
Switzerland. 

Long after the announcement 
of the attacks on Friedrichshafen 
and Munich, coastal observers 
reported intense air activity 
continuing over the channel.

WINDSOR, Ont. April 24— 
(CP)—The executive board of 
local 200 of the United Automo- 
bile Workers of America (C.1.0.) 
today rejected a proposal of the 
Ford Motor Company of Canada 
for resumption of operations at 
the company’s plants, closed since 
last Thursday in a dispute over 
grievance procedure. 

The union issued a statement 
after the company offered to enter 
into negotiations for a new collec- 
tive bargaining agreement to re- 
place the old agreement the com- 
pany announced last Thursday it 
was terminating. 

“The employees will not go back 
without reinstatement of the agree- 
ment which has been in effect since 
January, 1942,” said the union state- 
ment, which added that it has ac- 
cepted an invitation to present its 
side of the case at an open meeting 
of the Wartime Labor Relations 
Board in Ottawa tomorrow. 

The company’s offer to nego- 
tiate a new agreement was made 
in @ newspaper advertisement 
and asked that the 14,000 employ- 
ees return to work pending nego- 
tiations.

They have made many landings 
on the English coast with naval 
support and this problem of 
scrambling ashore, establishing 
bridgeheads and unloading tanks,

On land they have been constant- 
ly on exercises in areas so crowded 
with troops that regiments fre- 


quently line up to use the training 
zones which have been plowed by 
thousands of shells fired on 
schemes by the last few months.

Kohima Siege 
Arc Is Broken 
By Allied Units

KANDY, Ceylon, April 24— 
Allied troops broke the siege 
around Kohima today after clear- 
ing the 30-mile stretch of high- 
way between the nearby en- 
circled city and Dimapur on the 
Assam-Bengal railroad. 

A southeast Asia command com- 
munique said the besieged carri- 
son at Kohima, vital supply base 60 
miles north of Imphal, was “com- 
pletely relieved” and that the road 
to Dimapur was opened fully. 

Although no details of the new 
operations were disclosed, the an- 
nouncement indicated that the 
British may have been able to bring 
reinforcements into Kohima along 
the highway which had _ been 
threatened by one of two Japanese 
drives designed to cut off the city’s 
supplies. 

DRIVE JAPS FROM CITY 

It was disclosed that the Japan- 
ese had penetrated Kohima two 
weeks ago and cut off the water 
supply, but were driven out by tank 
and artillery supported reinforce- 
ments from Dimapur. 

Earlier dispatches said the Jap- 
anese troops were regrouping 
their forces in the hills around 
Kohima after being thrown back 
with heavy losses as the Allies 
strengthened their positions there 
and also in the Imphal plain. 

The Japanese suffered another 
defeat in North Burma, where Maj. 
Gen, W. D. Lentaigne’s airborne 
troops captured the jade centre of 
Lonkin, 40 miles northwest of Mo- 
gaung, toward which Lt. Gen. 
Joseph W. Stillwell’s Chinese- 
American forces were driving.

Reds Re-Grouped 
For New Attacks

MOSCOW, April 24.— Front dis- 

patches indicated today that Red 
armies have completed re-grouping 
on several sectors of the vast Rus- 
sian front and stand ready to 
launch powerful new offensives, 
perhaps coinciding with an Anglo- 
American invasion of western 
Europe. 

Soviet week-end communiques, 
for the first time since the start 
of the 1943-44 offensives, reported 
“no essential changes” on any of 
the various sectors. Supplement- 
ary bulletins disclosed that Ger- 
man counter-attacks were con- 
tinuing in Estonia and in the 
southwestern Ukraine, but appar- 
ently on a reduced scale, 
Reinforcements and _ supplies 

were reported pouring into the 
Russian lines all along the front. 
Intervals between the summer, 
autumn and winter phases of the 
nine-month offensive proved the 
Soviet command can re-group its 
forces within a relatively short 
time and therefore was believed 
here that the present lull wiil be 
of short duration.

In Allied Drive

WITH THE CANADIAN 
FORCES IN ENGLAND, April 24 
(AP)—A high Canadian officer 
predicted today that when the 
Allies invade Western Europe 


the Germans “will throw every- 
thing at us in an attempt to wipe 
out our beachheads and drive us 
back into the sea.” 

This same officer expressed con- 
fidence, however, that once the Al- 
lied armies start sweeping inland 
the Germans will crack and beg for 
surrender under any terms. 

“We've waited a long: time for 
this,” he added. “Now our men have 
their tails up—we'll get ashore and 
stay ashore,” 

Lt.-Gen. H. D. G. Crerar, Canad- 
ian commander, said in an interview 
that the “first Canadian army is 
prepared and eager to tackle the 
great task that lies ahead.” 


WILL REPAY DIEPPE 


“IT am convinced it will fully 
maintain the high reputation gained 
by the Canadian Corps from 1915- 
1918 and already confirmed in this 
war by the Ist Canadian Division 
and more recently by the Ist Cana- 
dian Corps in Sicily and Italy,” he 
said. 

“The Canadian army also has a 

debt to settle—Dieppe, 

“And when the final story is told 
the price Canada paid at Dieppe 
will be repaid over and over again 
to the Allied armies of invasion in 
the not distant future.”

He saw service also at the Wet- 
askiwin branch of the bank, being 
transferred there when the branch 
was opened in that town.

He was first appoint- 
ed a branch manager at Golden, 
and served in that capacity at 
Revelstoke, B.C., Niagara Falls, 
and Prince Albert.

Mr. Jaffray said that the finan- 
cial policy of Canada has been a 
good one and that the government 
was to be commended on it.

This spending power will 
cushion the nation's economy while 
export markets are being de- 
veloped to maintain the national 
income, Mr. Jaffray stated. 

He said the majority of controls 
would disappear after the war, but 
it will be necessary to carry some 
of them into the post-war period 
to assist in stemming inflation.

McNaughton 
Sees Surprise 
Move by Foe 


TORONTO, April 24.— (AP)— 
Lt.-Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton, 
former commander of the Cana- 
dian Army overseas, said yester- 
day in an address to more than 
2,000 ex-servicemen there is 
“every reason” to expect that 
Germany in this war will try a 
surprise similar to use of gas at 
Ypres in the First Great War 
when the battle “might have gone 
decisively against it.” 

Gen. McNaughton, 57, making his 
first official visit to Toronto since 
he relinquished the overseas army 
command last December, spoke at 
Metropolitan United church at the 
opening service of the 13th biennial 
convention of the Canadian 
Legion’s Ontario provincial com- 
mand, 

He was applauded frequently by 
his audience as he read from a 
prepared manuscript. He wore a 
plain, brown business suit. 


FORMIDABLE FORCE 


Canadians in England and the 
Mediterranean theatre constitute a 
“formidable force,” he said. Can- 
ada could look forward with every 
hope for their success. The Cana- 
dian army was “well organized, 
well trained and well equipped and 
ready to face the grim tasks which 
lie ahead in the invasion of 
Europe.” 

Since mobilization in 1939, the 
new army had been under “deep 
obligation” to veterans of the last 
war, particularly in the educa- 
tional field, said Gen, McNaugh- 
ton, In providing canteens, re-

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Buy Victory Bonds 

Bonds of the Sixth Victory loan were 
placed on sale across Canada today. The 
national objective is $1,200,000,000, Al- 
berta’s quota is $37,000,000. The general 
sales ,quota for Edmonton is $5,100,000. 
These are the minimum amounts required. 
In all cases the figures are the same as 
for the Fifth loan, As war expenditure is 
certain to be as heavy this year as last year, 
and may be much heavier, it is urgent that 
Subscriptions run substantially beyond 
these minimum amounts, The unofficial 
objectives are the totals reached last year, 
when in the city, the province and the Dom- 
inion subscriptions were well over these 
figures. 

A point to note is that there are fewer 
men in uniform in Alberta than there were 
a year ago, when the members of the fight- 
ing forces contributed in generous measure 
to the subscription totals. It is up to civil- 
jians to make up for these now absent 
buyers, by purchasing in larger amounts 
than they did in the Fifth loan campaign. 
This they are in position to do, despite the 
heavy drain of higher income taxes, at no 
sacrifice more serious than doing without 
an occasional luxury. Employment is all 
but universal, business has been good dur- 
ing the year, and improved conditions 
among the farming population are reacting 
to maintain good times in the cities and 
towns. 

The amount which Edmonton people are 
asked to subscribe is only about one-third 
more than the sum they pay into the city 
treasury every year as property taxes, 
business taxes, licenses, etc. The import- 
ant difference of course is that while the 
tax-money is expended the loan-money will 
only be invested and will come back with 
interest. 

Who wouldn’t pay taxes cheerfully if 
he knew the money would be returned. to 
him with rental for its use? Buying a bond 
is just as good a proposition as it would be 
to pay taxes on that basis. There should be 
no doubt and little difficulty about making 
up Edmonton's quota. 


There Are None Better 


The Commonwealth Air Training sys- 
tem has sent approximately 100,000 train- 
ed‘fliers to serve in the combat planes of 
the Allies, Last year graduates numbered 


39,000, and 40,000 are expected to com- 
plete their courses this year. As the plan 


is not being further expanded, this may be’ 


taken as the rate that will be maintained 
until it becomes evident that fewer replace- 
ments and additions to air personnel are re- 
quired, 

This record is the more remarkable be- 
cause the quality of training has never 
been sacrificed to enlarge the output of 
graduates. From the first a high standard 
of efficiency has been demanded. The 
courses have been <difficult. So difficult 
that in the early stages many people won- 
dered whether the trainees were not being 
burdened with subjects they did not need 
to study. There are no better trained fliers 
in any air force than those who got their 
education in these schools in Canada, In 
no force is the average qualification higher 
than in the R.C.A.F. 

Time has shown that this was sound 
policy, In the hard test of war it has been 
proved that more than courage and a 
knowledge of how to operate a plane is re- 
quired, The average of casualties, for num- 
bers employed and missions carried out, is 
evidence that both the safety of airmen 
and their usefulness depend in great mea- 
sure upon the breadth of their instruction 
and the thoroughness of the practical 
training they have received. 

The Minister for Air stated recently 
that the standards for graduation from 
the air schools is being raised, not 
lowered, That is as it should be. If this 
means harder study for the men in train- 
ing, it also means that when they clash 
with the enemy they will have the ad- 
vantage of complete knowledge of aerial 
warfare and long drill in the use of the 
machines and weapons they must handle.

Europe Should Note 


The exchange situation has now become 
so stabilized that Canada no longer needs 
the assistance that has been given to it un- 
der the Hyde Park agreement. By that 


arrangement Washington undertook to let 
contracts in Canada as one means of spend- 
ing United States money in the Dominion 


and thus balancing the spending of 
Canadian money in the United States 
for war supplies. Thanks to this 
action and to the recent heavy exports of 
Wheat from Canada to the United States, 
Canada no longer needs such help to main- 
tain the purchasing power of its dollar in 
the neighboring country; and is able to 
pay back the United States money that was 
Spent in building airports in the Dominion 


If the nations of Europe, amid the carn 
age and confusion of war, are looking about 
for practical demonstrations that countries 
can co-operate in neighborly ways to their 
mutual security, advantage and friendli- 
ness, they might take note of this latest 
lead offered to them by the United States 
and Canada, But for the timely spending of 


American money in the Dominion the war 


effort of Canada would have been ham- 
pered by our inability to pay for American 
supplies; and United States interesta would

adian market. 

If and when the peoples of Europe learn 
to deal with each other in this spirit they 
may hope for enduring peace, And they 
have not. much prospect of lasting peace 
until they do learn.

Turkey Lines Up 


Turkey will ship no more chrome to Ger- 
many and its satellites. The foreign min- 
ister at Ankara explains that this action 
is taken because Turkey is an ally of Brit- 
ain, and had been asked to stop the ship- 
ments by the British and American govern- 
ments, The notes, he said, stated that if 
Turkey did not comply with the request 
it would henceforth be treated as a neutral. 
He emphasized that his Government does 
not regard itself as a neutral, and stopped 
the exports to Axis states rather than be 
so classified and treated. Turkey thus takes 
its place with the Allies—though as yet 
non-belligerent, 

When a country does right it is not 
necessary to question its motives. The im- 
portant point is that Germany will have to 
get along without chrome-hardened steel 
unless it can find another source of the 
toughening alloy. 

But there is importance also in the de- 
claration that Turkey regards itself as an 
ally of Britain and has given tangible proof 
of its intention to live up to the terms of 
the alliance. Its government may confirm 
this profession of allegiance in other ways 
before long. It will have to if Hitler can 
muster enough forces for a revenge-thrust 
or if yon Papen can pull wires enough to 
start a rebellion in Turkey.

Summary of Broadcast 


Delivered Over CFRN 
April 22 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

The war news of the week con- 
tinues to offer amazement to those 
who observe what the Russian 
armies are doing. Indeed, we are 
almost past the point of amazement 
and tend to take for granted the 
smashing successes scored day 
after day. It is almost routine- 


hundreds of re- 
captured towns, 
thousands of 
prisoners, vast 
new areas cleared 
of the Nazi in- 
vaders. 


But Allied mili- 
tary leaders real- 
ize that the ex- 
tent of the sweep 
has been far 
greater than that 
expected, It has, 
in fact, renewed Harold L. Weir 
the hope, in some quarters, that 
the war in Europe can be brought 
to an end in 1944, thereby off- 
setting the pessimism of some two 
months ago when leaders were 
talking gloomily of victory “some 
time in 1945”. 

At the ‘Teheran conference, 
Marshal Stalin gave his allies a 
preview of his plans for the com- 
ing year, They were most im- 
pressive, The performance, how- 
ever, has far exceeded the promise. 
The hardpressed Nazis have had 
to draw on military manpower 
from Western Europe, although 
they have made every effort to 
conceal that fact from their own 
people. 

A Nazi newspaper recently said 
this: The Russians thought in vain 
to alarm us by their offensive. We 
have not moved a single soldier 
from Italy or France”. 

Ilya Ehrenburg, Russia’s fore- 
most military writer, dealt this 
week with that statement in these 
words: 

“In other words,” he wrote, “in 
order to retain the ruins of the 
Benedictine Abbey at Monte Cas- 
sino, Hitler has relinquished the 
whole of the Ukraine with its 
wheat, iron and manganese. That 
will no doubt make even the 
stupidest Fritz smile.” 


* * #* 


As a matter of fact, the Russians 
have found letters from many Ger- 
man soldiers showing that they 
had been sent from France to 
Italy, then to the Balkans and 
finally to Russia. 

But if the Russian successes 
created astonishment, this week, 
an equally turbulent unease has 
begun to grow up around the ques- 
tion of the invasion of the western 
coast of Europe, 

It is significant to note that in 
this regard no signs of unrest have 
come from Stalin himself, although 
recent news despatches from Rus- 
sia say that people on the street 
are beginning to wonder im- 
patiently about the second front. 

But Stalin knows when the in- 
vasion will take place, and, know- 
ing, he appears to have confidence 
in his allies, 

It seems to me that the people 
of this country should show the 
same kind of patience and trust 
in the interval of waiting.

A rather interesting and—well, I 
was going to say stupid—effort 
was made this week by British 
and American censorship to temper 
public criticism in Allied coun- 
tries of the Japanese Emperor 
Hirohito, 

The view of the censors was that 
while one may cheer the sug- 
gestion that Hitler be hanged, it 
is dangerous to entertain similar 
bloodthirsty sentiments about 
Hirohito, 

It is felt that, since the Japanese 
regard their emperor as divine 
and since he is only the tool of the 
Japanese militarists and not, in 
himself, a warmonger, it may be 
possible to make use of him after 
the war in keeping the Japanese 
people in order, 

I fail to see the logic of this 
argument, 

If Hirohito is regarded as divine 
and absolute, he could have stop- 
ped the treacherous and beastly 
attack on Pearl Harbor; he could 
have stopped the foul treatment 
by Japanese soldiers of their white 
prisoners; he could, indeed, have 
halted the whole suicidal war in 
the Pacific. 

For Hirohito fears no  conse- 
quences. No matter how much of a 
tool he is, he could dismiss the 
whole militaristic gang tomorrow 
and be supported by his people. 

Therefore, he must accept full 
responsibility for the whole sense- 
less and brutal business, 

Why, then, should he not be 
hanged, along with Hitler, for his 
crimes against international law 
and human decency? 

The suggestion that he might be 
used as a tool of the Allies later 
is equally ridiculous. 

The only way the Japanese peo- 
ple can be made useful citizens of 
a progressive world is not to 
pamper them in their fantastic 
political notions, but to separate 


them from those notions, 
So long as they believe in a 
divine emperor, they will be 


dangerous fanatics and hold out a 
threat to the civilized world,

Historically, this current seven- 
day period is remarkable for three 
important anniversaries. 

On April 18th, 1587, John Foxe 
died. 

April 23rd is the celebration of 
St. George’s Day. On April 23rd, 
1616, William Shakespeare de- 
parted this life. 

Now, at first glance, it may ap- 
pear rather odd to lump together 
the mortal anniversaries of, first, 
an English writer who was ob- 
sessed with martyrs, second, by a 
gentleman who distinguished him- 
self by killing a particularly fer- 
ocious dragon and, thirdly, the 


greatest poet and playwright ever 
to appear in the history of men. 

This lumping together, as I say, 
may appear strange. But it is not. 
And I'll try to tell you why. 

The truth is that a belief in 
martyrdom, as represented by John 
Foxe, an inclination towards kill- 


ing dragons, as represented by the | 
immortal George, and a  tre- 
mendous passion for beauty, as 


represented by Wiliam Shake- 
speare, together make up the 
more intricate patterns in English | 
character, 

In other words, if you take a gift 
for self-sacrifive, a fierce intoler- | 
ance of cruelty and oppression and | 
a tremendous devotion to grace} 
and loveliness, m!Ix them well to- 
gether, you will get the private, in- | 
side machinery of what the world} 
is pleased to call a “typical Eng- | 
lishman”,

Foxe wrote his “Book of Mar- 
tyrs” not only as an_ historical 
record, but as an appreciation. He 
began by writing it as a denuncia- | 
tion of the cruelty and intolerance 
that put men to death for their 
faith, He finished by writing it 
in praise of being put to death for 
one’s faith, 

Actually, it is an exceedingly 
acute, if unconscious, estimation 
of English character, 

For the Englishman is always 
ready to die for what he believes. 
He has been dying for what he be- 
lieves in almost every war in his- 
tory. 

And that, course, is why England 
held out in the dreadful Autumn 
of 1940—because Englishmen pre- 
ferred to die in freedom rather 
than compromise with those who 
would have killed that freedom, 

The English understand martyr- 
dom—that divine doctrine of 
thought and principle being great- 
er than flesh and blood. That is 
why, in honor of England, it is 
fitting to recollect John Foxe who 
formulated the English idea of 
martyrdom,

And the English understand the 
killing of dragons, too. That is why 
St. George’s Day is important. St, 
George, to me, has always been a 
very nebulous and unimpressive 
figure, but for that one act, He 
did kill a dragon, 

And Englishmen have been kill- 


ing dragons ever since, 

| The Englishman was the first to 
kill the dragon of child labor, the 
|dragon of slavery, the dragon of 
| baronial oppression, the dragon of 
| political corruption and the dragon 
of tyranny wherever he has reared 
his ugly head in any corner of the 
}earth, 

And so many Englishmen have 
died willingly in this war that the 
{dragon that tramples over Europe 
jat this moment may be slain, 

It is fitting to honor the memory 
}of St. George as a tribute to the 
race that opposes violence and op- 
pression more vigorously than any 


other,

beauty should have been born in 
England. 

Shakespeare, of course, belongs 
to all the world. No frontiers nor 
lines of nationality can hold genius.

To read Shakespeare in these 
days is to renew one’s confidence 
in the essential glory and the 
essential majesty of human destiny. 

One feels that he expresses, 
even in the darkest days of war, 
the rarest essence of that hope 
which is man’s most priceless 
heritage. 

One feels, with him, that the 
spirit of England looks ever for- 
ward and thai, eternally, 

“Night's candles are burnt out, 
and jocund day 

Stands tiptoe on the misty moun- 
tain-tops.”

Will Postwar Cars Be Changed? 


Automotive Engineers Do 
Not Encourage Dreams 


Of Wild Design 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

At a recent meeting of automobile 
engineers cold water was splashed 
on the utopians who have been tell- 
ing us that a year or two after the 
war we would be riding around in 
$400, fenderless, aluminum-plastic, 
streamlined cars, with seats so wide 
that you could sleep on them. 
Other features of these post-war 
cars were they were to have pan- 
tries in which we could do our 
cooking, and that we could even 
travel about in an air-land car in 
which we could ride or fly at will, 

Even if aluminum will be plenti- 
ful and cheap after the war, they 
say that the final cost assembly 
would still be 2 to 1 in favor of steel. 
There is a chance for aluminum 


when it comes to chassis parts, such | 


as castings, forgings and members 
where the concentration of weight 
is greatest and where fabrication 
would impose no difficulties. 

Though plywood has possibilities, 
it can be used only at a heavy cost 
in man-hours and money. 
steel it is far easier to fabricate in- 
dividual stampings at high speed 
than with laminated wood, They 
also maintain that if plywood is 
ever used designers would have to 
limit themselves to much simpler 
shapes and surfaces. 

They seem to be equally pessi- 
mistic about plastics. “The fact is,” 
says one authority, “that the one- 
piece all-plastic body is definitely 
out of the question since it has 


With | 


been established that the produc- 
tion of pure homogeneous masses 
of plastic material is acceptable 
only when confined to compara- 
tively small, non-functional and 
non-stressed parts.” The plastics 
are brittle. They distort under 
various atmospheric conditions, 


Glass Favored 


Curved transparent material, to 
take the place of the conventional 
door and window glass, and a 
bulbous bay-window type of wind- 
shield which extends in one piece 
all around and over the driver and 
the front seat passengers, have 
}been promised by stylists. They 
| dismiss such proposals with scorn, 

Flat plate glass is good enough 
for them, because it provides the 
}maximum clarity of vision and) 
freedom from distortion, Any ob- 
|ject viewed through curved glass 
is optically distorted. 

All the optical disadvantages of 
curved glass are found in curved 
| plastic sheets. Moreover, plastics 
scratch easily, so that with every 
wiping they lose more and more 
‘in transparency. Many minute 
scratches cause subsidiary reflec- 
tions to appear as so many moons | 


or halos, Ultimately the too-| 
|seratched plastic has to be dis- 
carded, 

| If these automobile engineers 


are right, revolutions in general de- 
sign are not to be expected. To 
them the popular sketches of “roll- 
|ing solariums or crystal balls” are 
/so much bunk,

The radical designs place the 
‘front seat still farther ahead than 


in the last pre-war models, This 
means that the front passengers 
will have to sit at least partly be- 
tween the front wheels and, in 
some instances, directly above the 
front axle. One of the engineers 
wonders how the last passenger 
would manage to get in at all and 
if he would be willing to climb 
over the backs of unoccupied seats 
folded down. 


The extreme forward position of 
the front-seat passengers in the 
new designs presents a mechanical 
problem—that of the over-all width 
of the car. Such a car could not 
pass another like it with safety on 
the average city street. And when 
the driver reached home he would 
find it impossible to drive into his 
present garage. 

In the familiar “teardrop” car 
paper about 
fifteen years ago, the engine was 
moved to the rear, There is no 
sound functional reason for the 
change, say these authorities, It is 
true that the passengers would be 
moved forward, but this has no 
compensating advantages. Better 
visibility is offset by psychological 
disadvantages. 

These engineers think it would 
be interesting to know “what the 
average motorist’s mental reaction 
would be when he finds himself 
sitting right out in front at eighty 
to ninety miles per hour with 95 
per cent of the weight of the car 
behind him and no apparent pro- 
tection other than a front bumper 
and a glass or plastic bay window.”

CRIMINAL INDICTMENT

An indictment was also obtained 
against Rudolf Ilgner, one of the 
founders of American Aniline, a 
brother of Max Ilgner of the Berlin 
office of I. G. Farben. The charges 
involved the control of nitrogen 
and other vital chemicals used in 
the manufacture of high explosives 
and munitions in the United States. 
While the F.B.I. was pursuing its 
investigation, Ilgner ordered the 
destruction of all his records which 


related to Farben patents and 
royalties. He brazenly pleaded 
guilty to ordering these records 


burned and was fined $1,000! 


LITTLE EXCITEMENT 


In 1941 disclosures of Farben 
arrangements with Standard Oil 
Company, whereby the world was 
allocated into exclusive spheres for 
the use of synthetic oil patents, 
caused little public excitement. 
Synthetic rubber patents were also 
controlled by these two companies 
acting through a subsidiary called 
Jasco, Inc. The Goodyear and 
Goodrich companies were stymied 
in their endeavor to provide a syn- 
thetic rubber industry for national 
defence. Even after Pearl Harbor, 
these companies could not obtain 
licenses to use the Farben patents 
held by Jasco. Thus the Nazis, 
through their American affiliate, 
reached into the United States to 
prevent the production of rubber 
while the Japs took the natural 
sources from us. 

Although Great Britain, Belgium 
and Holland confiscated Farben 
assets after the war began, the pre- 
tense was long maintained in the 
United States that Farben was an 
“American” enterprise owned 
either by Americans or the neutral 
Finally in October, 1941, 
President Roosevelt intervened, 
and named Judge John E, 
president of General Aniline, re- 
placing Dietrich A. Schmitz; and 
William C, Bullitt was appointed 
chairman of the board to replace 
Wilhelm von Rath, In December, 
1941, the Treasury agents took over 
complete supervision, Three days 
later, federal indictments were 
handed down against the Farben 
companies and their officials for 
criminal practices which allegedly 
had commenced in May, 1924. 
February, 1942, Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau took over 
97 per cent of the Farben stock and 
thus stopped the flow of money 
through subterranean channels

In Ecuador, the Farben firm of 
Brueckmann & Co. of Guayaquil, 
was headed by L. E. Brueckmann, 
the Nazi consul, Several Nazi 
consular employees were Farben 
representatives! 

The chief centre of Nazi activi- 
ties in Brazil were the Farben firms 
| of Alliance Commercial de Anilinas 
Ltda., and A. Quimica Bayer of 
Rio de Janeiro, Herr Hammers was 
a ranking executive of Farben and 
a high member of the Nazi secret 
service. Two other Farben - Nazi 
secret service men were Herr 
Burmeister and Max Hahne 

In Chile the Farben-Nazi chiefs 
were Werner Siering, Nazi Party 
secretary, who organized the Nazi 
intelligence service in Chile. 

In Peru, two Nazi secret service 
men were executives of the Farben 
Compania General de Anilinas. 


CHIEF EXECUTIVE 

In Mexico, the Farben chief 
executive was Baron von Humboldt, 
who represented the Gestapo in 
that country. Farben maintained 
three leading firms in Mexico, 
which were supplied by General 
Aniline and Sterling Products from 
New York. 

Nor was I. G. Farben the only 
industrial giant to serve the Ger- 
man “mission.” Another typical 
illustration of world control 
through cartel monopoly is afford- 
ed in military optical equipment. 
The Zeiss works in Germany are 
|the world’s largest manufacturers 
in this essential war material. Care- 
ful steps were taken to prevent 
American skill from developing in 


|this field. Bausch & Lomb, also 
German, became Zeiss’ exclusive 
|agent in the United States. Zeiss 


bought into this American firm. 

In 1935, Bausch & Lomb refused 
contracts with Britain and France 
for $1,500,000 worth of military in- 
struments. 


LIMIT OUTPUT 


Pains were taken to limit Ameri- 
can output. Although in 1918 
Bausch & Lomb had produced only 
480,000 pounds of optical glass, in 
1940 it produced only 200,000 
pounds, Its remaining needs were 
filled by Zeiss. In other words, 
Germany controlled the American 
supply, through its cartel arrange- 
ment with Bausch & Lomb. 

Another illustration involves the 
Krupp works in Germany. Tung- 
sten carbide gives greater cutting 
power to machine tools. It is called 
the martial diamond. In 1928, the 
General Electric and Krupp pocled 


their patents on this material. In 
1936 they entered into a further 
agreement, which gave General 


Electric exclusive control of the 
United States market, and Krupp, 
the rest of the world. General 
Electric agreed it would grant no 
further licenses to manufacture 
tungsten carbide without Krupp’s 
approval 

The importance of this limita- 
tion may be gleaned from the 


fact that in many machining 
| operations tungsten carbide in- 
creases the rate of production 


500 per cent. Yet in 1938 Ger- 
many had twenty times as much 
tungsten carbide in use as the 
United States,

|monopoly in this country, which 
permitted it to limit production 


and fix prices without competition 
Thus, when Krupp’s price was 
$90.60 a pound, General Electric's 
was $407.70. When Krupp’s price

When the second World War 
came, Germany, previously de- 
feated, had succeeded in depriving 
the Uniter States of the large-scale 
use of the martial diamond.

Gunman Killed 
In Battle With 
Winnipeg Police 


WINNIPEG, April 24—(CP)— 
Chief George Smith of Winnipeg 
city police announced last night 
Martin Silver, 43, of Montreal, 
was shot and killed by city police 
here Saturday after he had 
wounded Sgt.-Maj. Edward Sew- 
ell, former caretaker of a down- 
town apartment block, while 
shooting his way from the apart- 
ment building where he had been 
cornered robbing an apartment. 
Shots also were fired at Detective 

James V. Ayres in Silver's break 
from the apartment. Sewell is re- 
covering in hospital. 

The chief constable said Silver, 
also known as Max Zukerman, Mil- 
ton Galahart, and more than a 
dozen other names, came to Winni- 
peg about six months ‘hgo and was 
wanted for 40 suite robberies here 
and attempted murder and burglary 
in Toronto, : 


SHOT AT OFFICERS 

Silver was killed two blocks away 
by one of several shots from a 
policeman’s service revolver after 
he had shot at and missed Con- 
stable Charles Muir and A, Jamie- 
son, police said. 

Police also said they are hold- 
ing a woman companion of Silver 
for questioning. Her name was 
not disclosed. 

Walter H. Little of the Albany 
Block, Edmonton St., who found 
Galahart in his suite, summoned 
Sewell and notified police. 


WINNIPEG, April 24.—(CP)— 
Mrs. Delvima Alain, 42, of Mont- 
real, taken into custody at the 
home of Martin Silver, killed Satur- 
day in a gun battle with police, to- 
day appeared before Magistrate R. 
B. Graham in city police court and 
was remanded to tomorrow. Police 
announced during the week-end 
that Mrs. Alain had been taken into 
custody for questioning. No charge 
has been laid against her. 


TORONTO, April 24.—(CP)— 
Toronto police last night said 
Martin Silver, who was shot to 
death by Winnipeg police late 
Saturday, had been the object of 
a long hunt by authorities here. 
Rewards totalling $700 were 

offered by Ontario Attorney-Gen- 
eral Blackwell and Chief Constable 
W. Gordon Fraser of suburban 
Forest Hill village for information 
leading to Silver's capture, 


WOUNDED CARETAKER 

Police said he was the man who 
shot and severely wounded John 
Garbutt, caretaker of an Eglington 
Avenue apartment block in Forest 
Hill last July 7 when the latter 
aceosted him while emerging from 
an apartment. The man exchanged 
shots with Sgt. Joe Holbrook of 
the Forest. Hill police and was 
wounded in the cheek and bleed- 
ing badly when - disappeared.

Mr. McTague, former supreme 
court of Ontario judge, was former- 
ly chairman of the national war 
labor board. Mr. Borden, a Toronto 
lawyer, was until recently co-ordin- 
ator of controls for the munitions 
department, 

The resignation of Mr. McTague 
as chairman of the national war 
labor board—supervisory body of 
the wartime wage control order— 
was announced in the House of 
Commons March 16 
NEW APPOINTMENT 

Later the, appointment of Mr. 
Justice M. B. Archibald of Halifax 
as chairman of the N.W.L.B. was 
announced. 

In announcing Mr. 
resignation, Prime Minister

kenzie King read an exchange of

correspondence between 
and the then labor board chairman. 

In a letter to the Prime Min- 
ister dated March 8, Mr, McTague 
said to avoid any misunderstapd- 
ing he wished it understood that 
his decision to resign “is not 
based on any differences with the 
government nor the minister of 
labor personally, 

“While the new wages order and 
the new labor code are perhaps not 


as I would personally devise them, 
1 recognize the government's re- 


sponsibility for them,” he said 


WORK COMPLETED 

The new code on labor relations 
represented “A milestone in labor 
relations” and was “an excellent 
start.” Mr. McTague said he felt 
the work he had undertaken in con- 
nection with the board had been 
completed to a point where some- 
one else could take over. 


Mr. McTague concluded his letter 
of resignation: 

“If some of my public state- 
ments have proved embarrassing 
at times | am sorry but | still 
think | must have been right.” 

It was understood that Mr. Me- 
Tague's resignation from the On- 
tario Suprme court, submitted to 
the government last week, had been 
accepted by the cabinet, 


PLANS ACTIVE ROLE 


In a statement issued at Toronto, 
Mr. McTague said he proposes to 
take a “really active part” in Pro- 
gressive Conservative affairs and 
that he will contest a seat in the 
next general*election in which he 
said it was his firm conviction the 
present government will be de- 
feated, 

He was alarmed by the “un- 
warranted, ill-advised and une 
necessary tendency towards a 
socialistic state fostered by poli- 
ticians of the extremist type.” 

Mr. MecTague said he felt Mr. 
Bracken presents the “One plat- 
form and is the one person on 
whom the common man must rely 
for a new deal] and true democracy 
in government.” 


Hopper Plague 
Is Not Expected 


Except for a possible area in 
south-eastern Alberta, the province 
is expected to be free of grass- 
hoppers this year, particularly if 
wet weather prevails in May and 
June, it is stated in reports issued 
by J. L. Eaglesham, provincial 
supervisor of pest control, 

If a dry season is experienced in 
an area in the south-eastern sec- 
tion of the province, some losses 
from grasshoppers are likely, the 
official states. The area in question 
is roughly rectangular in shape, 
bounded by the four communities 
of Taber, Macleod, Three Hills 
and Craigmyle. 

Within the danger area, several

One might as well 
seek lessons about artillery from a 
hand-to-hand engagement as seek 
air power guidance from a war 
fought between countries that had 
failed to build strategic air forces.

At that point—and this is 
something which has received 
altogether too little attention — 
the Russian side acquired a stra- 
tegic air force, and consequently 
a terrific advantage over Ger- 
many.

Germany started with a great in- 
dustrial advantage over Russia, In 
a simple contest between the re- 
spective industrial establishments, 
the Nazis had a clear edge. And in 
fact they were able to push the 
Russians back almost to the Volga 
river as long as the German in- 
dustrial set-up for war-making was 
unmolested. But just as soon as 
the Allies were able to begin 
pounding at Germany’s industrial 
heart, that country found it in- 
creasingly difficult to sustain its 
gigantic Eastern offensive,

Short of a war against Mexico or 
Canada, there are no conceivable 
circumstances under which a tre- 
mendous American army would 
face conditions similar to those 
faced by Russia. Where Hitler's 
and Stalin’s armies could fight on 
the ground simultaneously with a 
fight in the skies, we are in a posi- 
tion where our land armies must 
remain inert until the decision in 
the skies has been reached—until 
complete mastery of the air over 
the intermediary waters and enemy 
territory is obtained. 


FREEDOM OF AIR 

Only after we have taken posses- 
sion of the air above can we hope 
to take possession of the land be- 
low across a water barrier. It 
should never be forgotten that in 
the immediate future “Freedom of 
the Seas” will be unthinkable 
without “Freedom of the Air” 
above. The ability to use sea lanes 
will thus be guaranteed by air 
power, not sea power; what is 
more, it will be land-based air 
power because carrier-based avia- 
tion will be hopelessly outmatched 
by hostile aviation operating from 
terra firma. 

Post-war military planning froin 
an American vantage point which 
begins with armies and navies 
rather than air power is certainly 
a case of putting the cart before 
the horse.

WORK IS DELAYED 


Reporting on the progress of} 
work on the extension to the water 
purification plant, the city com- 
missioners state that there has 
been a great shortage of technical 
help in the power plant and at the 
waterworks department, and also 
with manufacturing firms.

After referring to many other 
great battles leading up to the tri- 
umphant entry of the Canadians 
into Mons, Gen, Foster said, “The 
tragedy of Mons in 1918 was that 
it was here the fighting stopped.

defeated, and that it was the}

When fruit is com- 
bined with starch, the acid of the 
fruit seems to hinder the digestion 
of the starch, and the individual 
does not derive the same amount 
of good which would be derived 
when the fruit and starch are used 
separately, 

I find that when I question pa- 
tients, those who complain that 
they can not use fruit because it 
}makes so much gas will generally | 
| be found to be in the habit of max- 
jing the fruit with a starchy meal, 
| As soon as they learn to separate 
| the fruit and starchy meals, they 
frequently notice they are able to 
handle fruit with perfect ease 

One of the beauties about using 
fruit last thing night that 
jthere is a golden opportunity to 
|take the fruit whes other food has 
emptied out of the stomach, hence, 
when there is the best chance of 
its being well digested without any 
|trouble whatsoever, 


When using fruit before bedtime, 
try to space it so that the fruit is
